Allies Hold Firm; Red Casualties Mount 
U.S.PIans to Send 100,000 New Troops to Europe 


Marshall Says 
Four Divisions 
Willjoin Allies 
Would Raise Total 
In ETO to 250,000, 
Says Defense Chief 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Secre- 


tary of Defense Marshall said to- 
day the United States intends to 
send 
100,000 
additional 
army 


troops—including 72,000 men in 
four combat divisions—to serve 
with the combined Allied armies 
for the defense of Western Europe. 


This would triple army combat 


troops there and raise to around 
197,000 the number of U. S. ground 
forces in Europe. American man- 
power in the air and sea units 
might lift the total in the area to 
around 250,000. There are now 
around 20,000 airmen and 10,000 
navy men in Europe and the Medi- 
terranean. Some expansion is con- 
templated. 


As to how long they might 


remain there, Marshall was not 
specific. But he indicated at one 
point ti might be necessary to 
keep U. S. troops in Europe for 
10 years. 


Truman Would Act 


Under questioning by Senator 


Gillette (D-Iowa), Marshall said 
that if congress does not act one 
way or the other on the troops-to- 
Europe issue, the president plans 
to go ahead and dispatch the four 
divisions. 


Marshal^ World War It army 


chief of staff, hit at the idea urged 
by'some congress members that 
the United States could best de- 
fend itself by concentrating on air 
and sea power. 


Parries Questions 


Marshall parried many questions 


as to whether congress should 
take a stand on the troops-to-Eur- 
ope issue, but in response to a 
question from Senator Lodge (R- 
Mass)' finally said he sees no ob- 
jection to congress' stating in a 
resolution that the United States 
cannot and does not want to send 
a large number of troops to Europe 
—so long as no numerical limita- 
tion is written in. 


The Secretary of Defense came 


before the committee with a pre- 
pared statement which said four 
additional divisions would be sent 
to Europe. 


Marshall emphasized that the 


aim of the forces is to keep the 
peace. 


He said the intention is: 


1. "To deter aggression if that 


be possible, and 


2. "To defeat aggression if,

CHICAGO, (AP) 
— Bernice 


"Bernie'' Davis, 21, was convicted 
today of murdering two policemen 
July 14, 1950. He was sentenced to 
death m the electric chair. 


Judge Julius H. Miner of crimi- 


nal court entered the finding and 
imposed the death sentence sitting 
without jury. 


Davis was convicted for the 


fatal shooting of Detectives Ed- 
ward T. Crowley and Donald E. 
McCormick on July 14, 1950. They 
were shot down when they went to 
Davis' home to question the youth 
about a West Virginia robbery. 


Davis was tried specifically for 


the McCormick murder, but the 
verdict covered both cases. 


Davis' wife, Dolores, who was in 


the courtroom with her baby in 
her arms, bowed her head and 
wept when the verdict was an- 
nounced. Davis heard the sentence 
without change of expression. 


Miner, in a written opinion, said 


the-murders were "premeditated" 
and "ferocious." 


Miner added that "any leniency 


to a heartless murderer of two 
policemen under more atrocious 
circumstances would constitute an 
inappropriate measure of punish- 
ment,"

nounced U. S. combat casualties 
in Korea rose to 48,035 today, an 
increase of 647 in a week. 


The total, which reflects nptifi- 


cations to families through Feb. 9, 
included 7,245 killed in action, 
31,395 wounded and 9,395 missing. 


Of those on the wounded list, 


826 have since died and 83 of the 
missing are known dead, raising 
total U. S. combat deaths for the 
campaign to 8,154. 


The missing total also includes 


912 who have since returned to 
U. S. military control and 111 
known prisoners of war, leaving 
8,289 currently missing.

Typhus in Chinese* Reds 
Could Alter War's Course 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, ALD. 


Recent news reports tell of a 


severe epidemic of typhus among 
Chinese Communist troops fight- 
ing in Korea. An Army spokesman 
was quoted as saying that the 
disease has "materially reduced 
their fighting capabilities." If this 
is so it would net be the first time 
that typhus had altered the course 
of human history. 


Typhus is one of the great 


scourges of mankind which has 
periodically swept over armies or 
entire peoples sickening them by 
the thousands and killing them 
right and left. The epidemic form 
of the disease is carried by lice, 
those tiny cooties which are famil- 
iar to so many who fought in the 
first World War. But most of the 
armies were lucky that time, and 
typhus, except in the Middle East, 
was not as serious as many feared 
would be the case. 


The actual cause of typhus is a 


tiny living organism belonging to 
the group known as rickettsias, 
which are named after Howard 
Taylor Ricketts, who discovered 
them, and himself became a mar- 
tyr to science by dying of one of 
these infection* The rickettsla of

this play?" 


My correspondent 
really 
an- 


swered his question himself. He 
stated that his partner was a very 
fine canasta player. Such a player 
always has a reason for a play, 
particularly an unusual play. 


Although the situation is not 


fully described in the letter, I 
imagine that most of the wild 
cards had already been accounted 
for. 
The expert was making a 


percentage play. He could com- 
pletet only one canasta, and want- 
ed to leave himself with the best 
possible chance to complete an- 
other canasta later on. 


If no additional wild card came 


along, the second canasta could be 
completed only if one of the part- 
ners drew a natural card. With 
six eights down on the table, there 
were only two eights 
left to 


draw—but there were four aces. 
In other words, there was twice 
as much chance to draw an ace 
later on as to draw an eight. 


Most players would leave the 


eights alone, but the true experts 
would do just as my correspond- 
ent's partner did. 


* * * 


Incidentally, there are many 


other ways of playing percentages 
when you have a choice of canas- 
tas to complete. Whenever you 
have a choice of canastas, you 
should complete the one with the 
greater number of natural carda 
in it. 


For example, suppose you have 


a deuce to add, and the melds on 
the table include five naturals 
with one wild card and another of 
four naturals with two wild cards. 
Add the deuce with the five nat- 
urals. That will leave you with 
your best chance to complete the 
other canasta later on. 


Another thing: Don't overlook 


the opponents' melds. To take an 
extreme case, suppose the oppo- 
nents have already melded three 
sevens and that you have four 
sevens down on the table. 


If you pick up a discard pile 


with several wild 
cards in it 


(which sometimes happens), you 
can cheerfully add deuces to those 
four sevens. It would be foolish 
to add the deuces to a meld that 
you might later turn into a nat- 
ural canasta.

Unions Claim 
Rails Saving 
By Pact Stall 


WASHINGTON, (APj— 
Four 


rail unions asserted today that the 
nation's railroads are saving $•!,- 
000,000 a week in proposed wage 
increases by insistence on changes 
in operating rules which has dead- 
locked peace talks. 


A spokesman for the unions said 


the 25 cent hourly increase for 
yard workers and 10 cents for 
those in road service, plus the 40- 
hour work week without loss of 
pay, would cost the carriers more 
than $200,000,000 a year, or 54,- 
000,000 a week. 


The increases had been agreed 


upon at the White House on Dec. 
21, but the unions' local leaders 
later rejected that pact 


"They have been insisting on 


rules changes before anything else 
can 
be discussed," the 
union 


spokesman said. "This has paid 
off for the carriers over the past 
two years, because we haven't got 
a settlement yet." 


The carriers, however, say they 


have tried without success for 15 
years to get the operating rules 
overhauled 
to 
"eliminate 
the 


featherbedding which has cropped 
up in the industry and to improve 
operating conditions and speed up 
railroad service." 
NPA Orders 
More Steel for 
Defense Needs 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government has directed steel pro- 
ducers to reserve 
an 
increased 


amount of most steel products to 
fill defense orders. 


Disclosing this action today, the 


National 
Production 
Authority 


(NPA) said it reflects stepped-up 
placement of military orders. 


Steel producers have been noti- 


fied individually of the increased 
reservations of most steel products 
for defense orders, pending issu- 
ance of an amendment to NPA's 
basic steel orders. 


NPA said reserve requirements 


have not been changed for the 
bulk of rails and track accessories, 
wire and wire products, and tin 
mill products. 
It also made no 


change in the defense reservations 
for any stainless steel products.

House Group 
Studies New 
UMT Measure 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


house armed services committee 
set out today on a "paragraph by 
paragraph" study of the Universal 
Military 
Training 
and 
Service 


(UMT) 
bill approved by its op- 


posite number in the senate. 


The measure, which would allow 


drafting of 18-year-olds and ex- 
tend the period of military service, 
cleared the senate armed services 
committee yesterday by a 13 to 0. 
vote. No time has been set for 
senate debate. 


The 
senate 
measure 
would 


authorize induction of 18-year-olds 
but only after their draft boards 
have exhausted all available men 
in the 19 through 25 age bracket. 


Lengthen Service 


It would lengthen the required 


period of military service from 21 
months to 24 months "exclusive 
of leave." This would amount to 
26 months and five days if the 
draftee took his leave as it ac- 
cumulated at the rate of 2% days 
a month. 


The length of required service 


is important to other than future 
draftees. 
It would apply also to 


men already drafted, to national 
guardsmen and to reservists who 
have been or will be called to 
duty. 


Would Extend Freeze 


The drafted men, guardsmen and 


reserves are not subject to the 
one year extension of enlistments 
President Truman ordered last 
September. The senate bill would 
extend authority to continue this 
one-year "freeze" upon all volun- 
teers for two years beyond July 
9, when it is due to expire. 


The senate bill also would end 


the past opportunity for men, sub- 
ject to draft, to volunteer for 21 
months and thus get 
to 
pick 


service in the army, navy, air force 
or marines. 
OPS Orders 
Roll-Back of 
Meat Prices 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— The 


government today ordered many 
large meat packers to roll back 
prices in a surprise move aimed 
at relieving price squeezes on 
wholesalers and retailers. 


The action was taken by the 


Office 
of • Price 
Stabilization 


(OPS). 


Officials there expressed doubt 


the move would have any im- 
mediate affect on retail meat 
prices paid by housewives. 


Instead, they said, it is more 


likely to guarantee "more equit- 
able distribution" of meat supp- 
lies. They noted that meat prices 
generally were frozen on Jan. 25 
at the highest level charged by a 
retailer between Dec. 19 and that 
date. 


The agency did not list the 


packing companies affected by the 
regulation. Nor did it give a fig- 
ure of how much the rollback 
might be. 


The order bans future use by 


companies with chain-type oper- 
ations—such as those operating 
in -several states— from basing 
company-wide ceiling prices on 
the highest price charged by one 
of its branches.

Stevens, Chicago's frozen woman, 
will not have to undergo any 
major amputations, physicians at 
Michael Reese hospital have told 
her. 


Bandages were removed from 


her legs yesterday and physicians 
said they were in an "excellent 
condition," with no trace of gan- 
grene. 


"Mrs. Stevens chances are ex- 


cellent," a hospital 
spokesman 


said. "She is not likely to lose any 
digits, feet or arms." 


Doctors earlier had removed 


bandages from her arms, but both 
her arms and legs have been re- 
wrapped and will not be un- 
wrapped for five or six days, the 
doctors said. 


Mrs. Stevens, 23 year old Negro, 


was found frozen stiff last Thurs- 
day morning in a South Side gang- 
way. At the hospital her tempera- 
ture was recorded as 64 dpjf 
the lowest known for survival in 
medical history Police said her 
husband had told them she had 
been drinking. 


After she was told Dy physicians 


she will suffer no major amputa- 
tion, Mrs. Stevens said: "Thank 
God. I'll never touch another drop 
of liquor as long 'as I live." 


Because of the severe blistering 


of her skin, Mrs. Stevens will 
undergo a series of skin grafting 
operations. 


Her temperature was 101 yes- 


terday but a nospital spokesman 
said there was "nothing to be 
worried about." He said Mrs. 
Stevens has not 
Deen removed 


from the hopsital's critical list 
because of the ''uniqueness of her 
case, not because there is any 
immediate danger."

WASHINGTON, (NBA)—John 


Barrymore had a great profile, but 
he couldn't remember lines. So the 
movie studios printed his part on 
blackboards, and Barrymore would 
read his "I looooove you, angel" as 
he went about his acting business. 


An adaptation of that technique 


was used by one of today's top- 
ranking idols in his latest tele- 
vision appearance. Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, in his report to the 
nation on his European tour, read 
his speech; most of the viewers 
thought it was extemporaneous. 


The Barrymore plan \vas mod- 


ernized and perfected for Gen. 
Ike. Instead of blackboards, his 
speech was printed on big cards, 
about three by four feet. The let- 
tering was over two inches high 
and the lines were widely spaced 
for easy reading. 


People who saw this Eisenhower 


"show" on their TV screens rated 
it one of the smoothest perform- 
ances on record. It looked as if he 
had either memorized his report 
or was making it up as he went 
along. It was smooth ana even. No 
stumbling. Every sentence perfect. 
The TV audience, of course, could- 
n't see the big cards. They were 
below the cameras, ana he seemed 
to be looking right into the lens— 
and the home—every minute. This 
gave the viewers the impression 
he was addressing each one of

them, personally and individually. 


Since Eisenhower is far-sighted, 


he could read the cards without 
the glasses he uses for close work. 
That eliminated 
the reflections 


which mar the TV appearances of 
spectacle-wearing men such as 
President Truman. 


There were from 100 to 120 


hand-lettered words on each of the 
21 cards. It took three men all 
afternoon to make them. A num- 
ber had to be made over, as Eisen- 
hower revised his text up to the 
last moment. Two Army officers 
stood with the cards, and moved 
them as he spoke to give an even 
delivery. 


Words that the General wanted 


to emphasize were spelled out in 
capital letters, like this: 


"WESTERN Europe is the cra- 


dle of our civilization; from her 
originally we drew our strength, 
genius and culture. BUT OUR 
concern in Europe is far more 
than sentimental OUR OWN se- 
curity is directly involved . ." 


Such cards aren't the only me- 


thod of getting the text before the 
speaker for easy reading. Manu- 
script pages cai. be photographed 
on microfilm, then projected on a 
viewer. Or. it can be put on a tape, 
and the tape run through a pro- 
jecting machine like brokers use 
to watch stock market transac- 
tions. 


Eisenhower's appearance was so 


successful, however, that political 
spellbinders will undoubtedly copy 
his technique. Which means that 
\ve may develop a run ot farsight- 
ed politicians. 


Secret Service 
Seizes Two for 
Plot on Truman 


NEW YORK. (AP) — Secret 


Service agents have seized a man 
and wife whose Bronx home was 
described as the Puerto Rican 
Nationalist party nest where the 
Truman assassination plot was 
hatched. 
. The couple, arrested yesterday, 
is charged with obstruction of 
justice. They are John Correa. 43, 
and his wife, Mary. 


Federal Judge Edward VVeinfeld 


opened a sealed indictment naming 
the Correas in connection with 
the plot leading to the gunplay 
outside Blair house last Nov. 1. 


Assistant U. S. Atty. Frederick 


Block-told the judge that a dinner 
meeting was held in the Correa 


home two weeks before the at- 
tempted assassination of Presi- 
dent Truman. 


The prosecutor saia that one 


of those at the meeting was Oscar 
Collazo, one oi the two Puerto 
Ricauis who tried to blast their 
way into Blair house where the 
president was resting. 


The government behe\-es, Block 


said, that the dinner "was a con- 
spirational meeting at which plans 
for the assassination ot President 
Truman were laid and at which 
Collazo was selected." 


Collazo, a New Vorker, was 


wounded in the Blair house battle 
and is under ..idictment in Wash- 
ington for the murder of a presi- 
dential guard. His confederate. 
Griselio Torresola. also a New 
Yorker, was shot to death during 
the assassination attempt.

Whether this is a correct fore- 


cast depends heavily on whether 
Bolshevism grows in strength or 
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—as many democratic observers 
believe—blows up because of man- 
kind's refusal to be regimented. 


Certainly as things now stand 


the vast Asiatic theater, which 
contains more than half 
the 


world's population, 
presents 
a 


grave problem for the democracies. 
It could be the decisive battlefield 
of the idealogical struggle. 


Many of these peoples still are 


living in primitive conditions, Ht- 
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rally generations behind the west- 
rn world. Poverty and hunger 
are general. 


A Fertile Field 


Naturally slich conditions pro- 
ide a fertile field for any sort of 
deology which holds out big prom- 
ses of betterment. 


So the combination of the So- 
iet union and huge Red China 
comprise a formidable 
alliance, 


especially since much

eastern Asia.

suffers from the common ailment

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Oscar Collazo, Puerto Rican political 


fanatic who failed in his attempt to slay President Truman last Nov. 
1, is the fifth person in U. S. history to go on trial for assassination 
or attempted assassination of a U. S. president. 


Precedent is against his escaping the electric chair. 
He'is being tried, starting Feb. 19, on four counts, only one of 


ivhich refers to the attempt on the president'* life. The first count 
charges him with premeditated inteht to kill White House guard Pvt. 
Leslie Coffelt, who gave his life defending the president. 


Count No. 2 is the same, but it 


adds "in connection with attempt- 
ing to break into the Blair House" 
to shoot the President. 


Count three and four charge 


him with "assault with intent to 
kill" the two White House guards 
who were wounded in the assassi- 
nation attempt-

Collazo's collaborator in the foil- 


ed plot was Griselio Torresola, who 
was killed by the guards. 


Although it has already been 


established that it was not the 
bullet from Collazo's gun which 
killed Coffelt, District law makes 
an accessory in such a crime just 
as liable as the principal.

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Size of Products Would Shrink, But

New York — (AP) — Jacques 


Martial thinks he has the answer 
to the big riddle of 1951: how can 
the U. S. keep up civilian produc- 
tion and re-arm at

time?

Just 
make things smaller. 
He says 


most products are too big any- 
how. 
Cutting down the side of 


everything from automobiles to 
toasters would improve the basic 
design .enable us to keep up pro- 
duction and, most important, con- 
serve raw materials. 


"Automobile manufacturers,"

"are the biggest wasters of all." 


He advocates a'smaller car, but 


not as small as the English ones. 
With a reasonably-sized car, he 
says, 200 pounds of steel could be 
saved per car—about 800,000,000 
pounds of steel a year.

But the man- 
ufacturers make them immense 
and put on all sorts of unneces- 
sary chrome and junk. Cut it to 
the essentials and you save thou- 
sar-'ls of pounds of metal." 


Toasters can be made smaller. 


Television tubes can be reduced, 
saving copper wire. Shirt collars 
can be smaller. 
There's wasted 


material in men's suits and wom- 
en's dresses. Stoves are too deep: 
they'd give better efficiency if 
the same heat was concentrated 
in a smaller space. And Martial's 
examples of industrial waste goes 
on and on. 


'The trouble is with the peo- 


ple," he says. 
"They've got the 


philosophy that if something is 
bigger, it's 
better. But that's 


foolish, and now is the time we've 
got to do something about it. We 
won't have to cut production if we 
cut material waste."

With Short Form, There's No Figuring Tax; 
Glance at Table on Page 4 and Pay the Man!

Editor's note: This is another 


of a series explaining' who has to 
do what about filing his 1950 in- 
come tax return.) 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — Any- 


one with under $5,000 income can 
make his 1950 income tax return 
on the 1040 short form. 


It's for the under $5,000 people 


who can't use, the simpler form 
1040-A because they didn't have 
any tax or enough tax withheld in 
1950. 


With the short form there's no 


tax figuring. 
You answer ques- 


tions and find your tax in the table 
on Page 4. 


The under-$5,000 people -using 


form 1040 as a short form get a 
standard deduction of about 10 
per cent of their income for per- 
sonal expenses. 


If your deductions were more 


than 10 per cent, don't use the 
short form. 
Instead, use form 


1040 as a long form. You must 
figure your own tax on Page 3 
and itemize all your deductions. 


Get W-2 Receipt 


Be sure you attach to the short 


form—before turning it into the 
tax collector—any form W-2, the 
withholding receipt, given you by 
a boss for taxes he withheld from 
you in 1950. 


When husbands and wives file 


a joint return on the short form, 
both must sign it. Otherwise, the 
colector will consider it a single 
return. 


Couples puzzled as to whether 


to file jointly should remember 
this: 


If one of them had income but 


the other didn't, they can't lose 
by filing jointly on the 1940 short 
form, providing that their total 
income was under $5,000. 


When a couple's total income is 


under $5,000, but each had some, 
in most cases—but rot all—they'll 
save money filing jointly on the 
1040 short form. 


Short Form Simple 


Not much instruction is- needed 


for handling the short form. An- 
swer the questions on Page 1— 
and in some cases on Page 2 also 
—and find your tax in the table 
on Page 4. 


When you are finished, tear off 


Page 1 and turn it into the col- 
lector with any tax you owe. If 
you should get a refund, mark 
that in the proper place on Page 
1. The elector will send it to 
you. 


Here are some examples of us- 


ing the short form. 


Smith, single, no dependents, 


income of §4,365. Of that $4,000 
was in salary from which full tax 
was withheld. The other $365 was 
in dividends or 
interest 
from 


which no tax was withheld. 


Then in the white columns, un- 


der the one which shows the tax 
on a person claiming only one ex- 
emption, he finds that the tax on 
such a person with income be- 
tween $4,350 and $4,400 is $616. 


Say that during the year the 


boss withheld $553 from Smith. 
The latter finds now he owes $63, 
the difference between the $553 
withheld and the total tax due on 
him, $616. 


Here Are Examples 


So after filling out the return, 


and signing it, he encloses a 
check for $63, addressed to the 
"Collector of Internal Revenue" 
for the district in which Smith 
lives. 


Take Jones. 
Say he had the 


same amount of income as Smith, 
$4,365, but was married and had 
one child. 
His wife had no in- 


come and they file a joint return. 
Counting the child, the Joneses 
get three exemptions. 
The tax 


on them is $372. 


But suppose Mrs. Jones, with no 


income, absent-mindedly forgot to 
file anoint return with her hus- 
band. He still gets three exemp- 
tions—one for himself, one for his 
dependent child, and one for his 
wife, since she had no income— 
but his tax would be $376. By 
failing to file jointly, the Joneses 
didn't get the benefit of splitting 
their income to get a lower tax.

Severest Employe-Critic May 
< 


Be Best Worker, Survey Shows 


NEW YORK.—Contrary to pop- 


ular belief, the best supervisors 
and workers are apt to be the 
company's severest critics, while 
the lowest productivity groups are 
the most contented. 


This was the startling finding 


following a four-year study by the 
University of Michigan's Institute 
of Social Research at the Pruden- 
tial Insurance Company, Newark, 
N. J. 


If the study has any validity— 


and similar ftudies now being 
made at the Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad and at Studebaker indi- 
cate conclusions will be similar— 
then management will have to 
start figuring out some new poli- 
cies. 


Oat the Window 


The survey shows that 
such 


standard policies as the following 
do not necessarily bring out the 
best in workers: 


Keep the workers happy with 


athletic 
and recreation 
pro- ' 


grams. 


Be sure they are contented 


in the kind of job they have. 


See to it that supervisors 


watch production closely, prod- 
ing slow workers. 


Pat up suggestion boxes to 


nuke workers production-con- 
scious and to show them man- 
agement Is Interested in their 
ideas. 


Explain in detail changes in 


work methods and give reasons 
for them. 
It is pointed out that the Insti- 


tute has reached the conclusion

that in order to boost production 
it isn't necessary to get the work- 
ers to love the company. 


Don't Like Ratings 


High production groups say they 


don't like the rating system, the— 
way complaints are handled or the 
way the company places people In 
jobs. Low producers aren't aa 
critical. 


As for attitudes toward such 


company practices as hours 
of 


work, employed benefits including 
free lunches, working conditions, 
company rule of conduct and over- 
time, there is little difference be- 
tween high and low producing 
workers. 
0 


Here's how the survey results 


sum it up: 


"Supervisors, not workers' at- 


titudes or over-all company policy • 
are the key to productivity. 


"Pride in the immediate work 


group was the only factor in work- 
er attitudes that had a direct 
bearing on how much a group puts 
out. 


"High regard for the company^ 


didn't count; neither did satisfac-^ 
tion with the job at hand or fi- 
nancial and job status satisfac- 
tion. (In the case of supervisors, 
however, job satisfaction did show 
up as imporant.) 


Why Is the Good 


In determining what makes a 


good supervisor, the researchers 
decided that heads of the best sec- 
tions identified themselves first 
with the employes and second wither 
the company. They were critical 
of management 
policies, didn't 


keep a close check on production, 
and gave their workers a relative- 
ly free hand. 


"The smart supervisor doesn't 


stick his neck out but gets results 
when he does," the survey finds. 
"Recommendations for job promo- 
tions from high-producing super- 
visors were put in effect thre« 
times as often as those from low|| 
sections. But the low-producing 
supervisors put a lot more into 
the hopper." 


Don't Junk It 


Companies are warned against 


junking their old programs, since 
certain qualifications are wrapped 
around the findings of the Michi- 
gan survey center. One of them 
is that more study Is needed on 
why P r u d e n t i a l productivity 
wasn't affected by an employe'sfl 
job satisfaction. The answer may 
be that dissatisfaction, if it goes 
far enough, is important; but in 
a normal 
situation it 
doesn't 


count. 
Another point made by 


the researchers is that if 
you 


match one company against an- 
other you may find the one with 
the best worker relations has a 
better over-all output.

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Atomic Clock Changed One Second 
In 2,000,000, So He Built New One 


WASHINGTON, (NBA)— Dr. 


Harold Lyons, a 37-year-old phys- 
icis.t with horn-rimmed glasses 
and a precise moustache, is a 
stickler for accuracy. 


He built an atomic clock two 


years ago which operated with 
about one second change in 20 
million seconds, a 
scientific 


achievement which was widely 
heralded. 


Even then he had his eye on 


greater precision in telling time. 
Now he's nearly ready to make 
preliminary tests on a new atomic 
clock he expects to be about 600 
times more accurate than the 
original version. 


Dr. Lyons, of Buffalo, N. Y., 


heads the micro-wave department 
at the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards, the government agency re- 
sponsible for keeping accurate 
time. The official system still is 
based on astronomy, which may 
show a variation of as much as 
several thousandths of a second 
within 20 years. 


« * * 


While such slight 
variations 


won't affect your soft-boiled eggs 
or make you miss trains, they do 
make a big difference in the ac- 
curacy with which intricate com- 
munications instruments can be 
tuned. 
* 


That's because time also means 


frequency, the basis of modern 
communications equipment such 
as radar and television. In these, 
the slightest variations magnify 
into extreme importance. In tele- 
vision relays, for example, it is 
vital that "drift" in frequencies 
be avoided to keep signals strong 
and clear. 


Dr. Lyons' new clock is one of 


four in various stages of construc- 
tion. Other clocks probably will 
follow, but there's no chance 
you'll ever have one of his atomic 
timepieces to wake you up in the 
morning. They're a bit unwieldly 
tor the average home. 


The original one, for instance, 


was based on the constant, natural 
vibration frequency of atoms in 


ON THE BEAM is Dr. Harold Lyons and his new cesium clock.

the ammonia molecule. It depend- 
ed on a quartz crystal oscillator, 
and in a second version, IJr. Lyons 
is substituting an oscillator using 
ammonia itself, which has a fre- 
quency of 24 billion times a sec- 
ond. The improvement will need 
three new amplifier tubes which 
cost $30,000 each. 


* * * 


The new one he thinks will be 


most accurate of all is what he 
calls a cesium clock. This uses the 
atomic beam technique which is 
600 times more accurate than the 
ammonia system. It works like 
this: 


Cesium, an extremely active sil- 


very metal, is heated until it va- 
porizes in an "oven" at one end 
of a metal tube about a foot in 


diameter. The vapor is shot as a 
narrow beam toward a wire de- 
tector at the other end of the 
tube. 


As long as the oeam hits the 


detector wire squarely, the clock 
is "on time." If it misses, a chain 
reaction is set up in the rest of 
the clock until the frequencies 
mesh so that the clock corrects 
itself automatically. 


A fourth clock, just being 


started, is called the nuclear qua- 
drapole clock and uses iodine. It 
won't ever be as accurate as the 
cesium timepiece, but it will have 
a greater practical value. It will 
be semi-portable and thus can be 
used by the military for checking 
communications equipment on the 
spot.

Taft Warns That 
Europe Defense 
May Be U.S. Load 


DBS MOINES, (AP)—America 


should watch out or it will find it-

Senator Taft made it clear he 


did not advocate "running out on 
Europe," but said: 


"We do face a real crisis in for- 


eign policy."

A 
fourth of the counties' share would 
be earmarked for township roads 
during the next three years, and 
thereafter only if they consolidate.

Two other nickel gas tax bills, 


differing with Stevenson's idea 
on dividing the revenue, and a 
four cent proposal previously were 
offered in the legislature.
